WAR IS VIRTUALLY OVER. 


Peace I* Now Being Disrupted, but It 


Is Said President Zelala Is Unwilling 
on Account of the Position Assumed 
by Salvador, 


W ashington, March 26,— Senor Co­ 
rea, the N icaraguan m inister, received 
* dispatch from President Zelaya of 
N icaragua announcing the capture an £ 
occupation of Tegucigalpa, the capital 
of H onduras. 
The capture of T egucigalpa, the cap­ 
ital of H onduras, by the N icaraguans, 
coupled with the recent defeat of the 
forces of Honduras and Salvador at 
Choluteca and the flight of President 
Bonilla of H onduras, puts an end to 
the latest Central Am erican war.

The battle of Los Rostillos de Na- 
masique, which the Nicaraguans claim 
ended In disaster to the allied Honda 
ran and Salvadorean arm ies, was re 
ported by officials at the capital at 
H onduras as probably the greatest bat­ 
tle In the history of Central America. 
On the second day of the battle these 
dispatches announced that 10,000 men 
w ere engaged; that the allies, after 
forcing N icaraguan outposts, had train­ 
ed sixty cannon upon the enemy. 
The intrenchm ents were on a hill, 
and the m ortality was heavy. Immedi­ 
ately after receipt of these dispatches 
telegraphic communication was inter­ 
rupted. and the only news of the final 
day of the battle has come from Nic­ 
araguan forces which claim that the 
allies are defeated, with 1,000 killed 
and wounded. 
D ispatches about the tim e of this 
battle said that Lee Christm as, the 
American of Memphis. Tenn., since re­ 
ported captured by the Nicaraguans, 
was giving a good account of his fieht- 
tag ability.

Passenger Refusing to Pay Fare Ren 
ders Himself Liable to This. 
St. Louis, March 26. '-T h e United 
States court of appeals, in an opinion 
reversing tho decision of tho Federal 
courts of Indian Territory in a damage 
suit of W. H. Smith against the Mis­ 
souri.

Regarding Linoleum. 
To keep linoleum In good o rd er and 
to preserv e it. let it be w ashed very 
seldom . 
If it g ets dirty and noeds to 
ta- w ashed it should be done with a 
flannel dipped iii w arm soapy w ater, 
then thoroughly dried, for if any w ater 
is left on it will percolate through the 
linoleum and m ake it ro tten on the 
u nder side. 
It should be well polished 
with flannel dipped in beesw ax and 
tu rp en tin e, or a little plain llnsv *d oil, 
then polished w ith a cloth. 
R ubbing 
w ith a d o th dipped in m ilk keeps th* 
su rface clean and in good condition, 
and p rev en ts it w earing. 


Baking 
Dishes. 
B aking d ishes th a t have been dis­ 
colored by being too long in th e oven 
m ay be scoured w ith a piece of flan 
nei th a t has been dipped in carbon­ 
ate of soda, w hiting, s a lt or even fine 
ashes. 
Salt 
will

prove effectual 
in 
rem oving th e stain s from china cups, 
egg stain s from silver spoons or lam e 
spoons, and 
will 
clean 
the 
bone 
h an d les of knives or brushes 
Salt 
and vinegar will quickly rem ove stain s 
from brass, but w hiting m ust be used 
j to give the finishing polish.

cloth. 
All blackness and stain will 
disappear. 
Be careful not to scratch 
or scrape the k ettle before soaking in 
th is way. as the enam el will crack. 


To Keep Rugs Fiat, 
R ugs which c u rt up at th e edges or 
at th e sides should be lined thro u g h ­ 
out. 
Cut out a piece of rough sail­ 
cloth an inch 
larg er th an 
th e rug. 
T urn in the edges all round and stitch 
th em 
down 
flat 
w ith 
sto u t 
linen 
thread, m aking fair-sized stitch es on 
the under surface, and those as sm all 
as possible on the right side. 
A little 
shot, enclosed in sm all flat hags and 
fastened Into the four co rn ers before 
sew ing down the lining, will also aid 
in keeping th e rug flat. 


Rusty Fire Irons. 
R usty irons should be well rubbed 
w ith ^weqt-woi, left for 24 hours, and 
then scoured w ith unslaked lim e; if 
th e stain s are very deep the lim e m ay 
be laid on as a paste, and left for a 
day or two. 
It m ust be kept in m ind 
th a t if th e ru st has thoroughly eaten 
in to the steel nothing will rem ove it. 
P revention 
in th is case is better 
th an cure, and if fire irons, tops of 
fenders, etc., are rubbed every day 
w ith a piece of tissu e paper, ru st will 
n o t m ake its appearance.
